At about midday on the 7th July 1958 , a police party from 
Jodhpur consisting of Sarvashni Sulja Ram , Circlc Inspector, 
Jai Singh , Head Contable No 96 . Balwant Singh Bievet 
Jurnadai No 44, and Durg Singh , Constable No 916 , and 
other proceeded towarıls und dhanı of Gopia Punch of 
Hardani wheic dacoits Fatch Dan and Jodhia were reported 
to be luding 

Thc police force was divided into two partie , and each 
party into sub scution4 Two of these qub sections reached 
village Hardani at about 2 30 PM and advanced towards the 
dhuni They noticed one person descending from the roof 
of the dhani of Gopia Jat who was presumably posted as a 
lookout to inform thic dacoits of the arrival of the Police . The 
dacoits lett tlie dhanı at once and ſicd east to a nallah some 1 ! 
01 mles away One sub section of police pursued the faceing 
dacoity and cxchanged fire with them , but after a while tlie 
clacoils were lost sight of A scarch for them was started 

By the time the other police parties arrived at the dhanı 
anl rounded up all the person , still present thcie Circle 
Inspector Surja Ram who was on the right side of the dhani 
also started searching foi the dacolts with another Constable 
They came acr049 a picce of wax cloth used 19 protection 
against the sain and a turban , and also found traccs of blood 
where thic foot prints of the lacoils were visible in the rain 
soddan enth Bicvct Jamnadar Balwant Singh and anothei 
Constable joined the party of Circle Inspector Surja Rum 
Th119 party of four followed the foot printy which headed 
towards a pit in which the dacoits were hiding On seeing the 
police party , the dacoits opened fire at them from 
á citanie of about 90 pacey The police were in an exposed 
position in an open field but quickly heaping up a mound 
of and took cover behind it and engaged the dacoits A 
pitched ballle then ensued in which Circle Inspector Surja 
Ram nas badly wounded Though injured , hc hinself conti 
Anello fire and encouraged the others to keep on firing 

On Hearlng the yound of fire , another scction of police 
acanced and took position on the north east side of the pit 
Bicvet Jamadan Balwant Singh who had crawled quite ncar to 
the pit in spite of the grave risk of being shot by the dacoils 
Whouted out their exact location to ihe newly witived police 
Pality The clacolts finding him so close to them abused hun 
and also incd him but luckily he escaped lhe remaining 
police attracted by the firing rushed to the scenc and took 
pogilion on the western side of the pit covering both Hanks 
kith the result that the dacoits were Jow guirounded from all 
sille 

lout Constable Drug Singh who was firing from behind a 
hodge Drivcly left it and though under heavy fire from the da 
Coin Look a neger position behind a bush and fired at them 
He then got up in order to throw liimsell on the dacoits but 
was veseely injured in his riglit ain by a bullet and due to 
loy of blood from lus wound became unconscious and had to 
be removed immediately to Hospital Head Conglable Shri Jul 
Singlı despite heavy fire from the dacolte , then came as closc 
to thc pit as possible and finding that fuing from a prone 
positi011 was incllcctive , boldly stood up and shot dead onc 
of the dacoits Tlius cncouraged the police intensified their 
( rc and you ceeded in shooting dead another dacolt 

The fierce battle lasted 2 hours and both the notorlous 
dacoits Tatel Dan and Jodia , were shot dead by the Police 
Iwo 309 buic nincs along with 57 live cartridges and 107 
erupties with other material were recovered from the pit . 
Thus the last remnants of dacoit Kalyan Singh s gang were 
wiped out and organised outlawiy in Jodhpur Division wag 
checked 

In this encounter Sarvashri Surja Ram , Jai Singh , Balwant 
Singh and Durg Singhi exhibited undaunted courage and a 
huigli sense of devotion to duty at great personal risk to their 
lies

Awarded 
On the 28rd Noveinber 1955 , at about 4 PM , Sri Gopal 
Krishna Bajpai received information that the notorious gangg . 
ter and absconder Komal Ahir and his heavily armed gang 
was hiding in the aica between villages Patikia and Bara 
gaon in Maupun district with the intention of committing a 
dacoity the same night in village Kotikı, P S Etamadpur , dls 
trict Agra The infonner , who had gained the confidence of 
Komal Ahir , had been sent by the gang to engage a taxi for 
thein to travel from theit iendezvous to village Kotiki and 
back It was decided to lay a tiap for thc gang on the canal 
bank A Police party was to lic ahcad in ambush on the 
Canal Road while another party was to follow the laxi The 
driver of the taxi was to drive the gang upto the place of 
ambusl and stop on some pictex ! In casc the driver wat 
not prcpared to take tliis risk , Sub Inspector Su Cara Chand 
who had voluntccred to do the jol) , would dilve In that 
case Sri Bajpai with two Head Constables was to accompany 
Sub - Inspector Si Tara Chand in the car upto about two 
furlongs from the place where the gang was to moct the 
car and then to follow the cal quictly under covcr in order 
to come to the rescue of the Sub Inspector in the cvent of his 
being entrapped by the gang 

At Shikohabad , thc diver of the taxi icfused to go any 
further and according to the plan Sri Bajpai, Sub Inspector 
Sri Tara Chand two lleal Constable , and the informer pro 
cccded in the taxi to nieel tlie gang On the way Sub Inspec 
tor Sti Tara Chand remembered that he was known to one 
of the members of the gang Sri Bajpai was placed in a very 
awkward position , ay he himself had hardly the persouality to 
pose successfully as a taxi duiver but it was then too late to 
Change the plan So despite the grave risk Involved he took 
upon himsell the duty of driving the taxı He at once chang 
ed his dress and wearing a dhoti and wrapped in a blanket 
with two loaded revolvers in h14 coat pocket he took over 
the wheel Au ananged , the Sub Inspector and the Head 
Cunstalley were chopped oll about two furlongs from the place 
wliere the taxi was to pick up the gang The car was stopped 
at the appointed place where a member of the gang was picked 
up and proceeded a further 200 yards when it was again 
stoppe On the dacoit s glving an animal call ten other 
members of the gang, moal of wliom were armed come out of 
hiding including komal thic leader , med with a 303 Service 
rifles and Bindr drined with a 12 bone SBBI. gun While 
Komal was talking to Sri Bajpai about the number of persons 
who could be scated in the taxi, anothci dacoit came up and 
gave sui Bajpai a very suspicious and searching look . This 
man took Komal aside and they started talking in whispers 
Realising that his disguise had been discovered Shn Bajpai, 
with exemplary couragc, decided to engage the dacoit» single 
handed While he was taking out his icvolver he was fired 
upon from point blank range by dacolt Bindia but luckily the 
shot missed him Ssi Bajpai instantly returned the fire and 
at the same time dashed towards a nalu Lo the right of the 
canal touc , but was followed by Komal firing from his 309 
rifle Sri Bajpai jumped into the naln und turning round fired 
at Komal and eventually shot him dead Bindia , the chief 
lieutenant of Komal, was also shot dead by Sri Bajpai in this 
encounter Mcanwhulc the police putty , under Sub Inspector 
Sri Tara Chand reached the spot and started firing at the 
dacoits, which threw thein into confusion In the melcc three 
other dacoity were arrested , two of whom wcie armed and in 
all one Service Rifle and 3 CM weapons were recovered Two 
more dacoity were ariested duiing the coursc of the investiga 
tion of the cage , onc of whom was found to have been wound 
ed by a bullet fired from Sri Bajpai s revolver 

In this gallant and successful cncounter , Sri Gopal Kılshna 
Bajpai displayed exemplary courage and devotion to duty and 
was personally responsible for the liquidation of homal and 
Bindra and the wounding of another member of the gang 

This award is made for galantry undei tule 4 (1) of the 
rules governing the award of the President s Police and Fire 
Services Medal.
